seized by the United States Marshal, 
and had not the Secretary relaxed hie 
order, so that wood could be poclcllecl 
out for fuel, the people would havo per 
ished from the rigors of the Winter. To 
obviate the effects of this order two 
bills were introduced in the Senate, one 
to allow citizens to cut, free of charge, 
timber from unsurvsyed public lands 
for agricultural and mining purposes; 
and tho other to relievo c tizens in the 
western part o) the State from the pen- 
alties that they had incurred in cubing 


ture of Nevada for the position of 
United States Senator. It should, and 
undoxibtedly vrill, receive tha cordial and 
earnest support of the Republican dele- 
pations from other counties in the State.

After baying labored faithfully at the 


lost session of the Legislature to restore 
to Grand Jurors and to Trial Jurors in 
criminal cases, the fees and mileage 
paid provious to 1883, I was much sur- 
prised thereafter to find that my friends 
at boms not only failed to appreciate 
my *fforts, but, 001 tbe contrary seemed 
rather inclined to hold mo responsible 
for foilnre to provide such just compen- 
sation lo jurors. And so many, rveu 
now, are misinformed in the matter, 
that I have determined to publish facts 
in relation thereto, 


Before the 
conimeneeraonfc of that 


session I prepared two bills, ameadalory 
of Acts relating to the compensation of 
jurors, which I exhibited to D. B. Boyd 
and John B. Williams, each of whom 
approved of them. 


The first, I introduced on Lhs second 


day of the session, n printed copy of 
which I have in my possession, as fol- 
lows :
